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TREATY RATIFICATION 
The Senate’s thumping 66 to IO ratifica- 
tio n o f the Japanese Peace Treaty represents 
the “ greatest deliberativ e bo dy in the wo rld” 
in o ne o f its mo re enlightened mo o ds. These 
hav e no t been to o frequent in recent times. 
The treaty with Japan, already appro v ed 
by fiv e o ther co untries, is a new departure in 
peace pacts. It is no t v indictiv e and puni­ 
tiv e. It is designed to pro mo te amo ng the 
Japanese a who leso me gro wth o f demo c­ 
racy , a so und, self-sustaining eco no my and 
a friendly partnership with the free natio ns 
in the battle against co mmunism. 
Unquestio nably the pact is no t perfect. It 
represents the range o f agreement that was 
po ssible amo ng all the peace-making po wers. 
No co untry will be who lly satisfied. If any 
were, the o thers wo uld be dissatisfied. 
But this treaty was ably co nceiv ed and 
hammered o ut. Many tributes hav e already 
been paid to the principal architect, Jo hn 
Fo ster Dulles. Final co ngratulatio ns are no w 
in o rder. 
Dulles is a Republican, but a number o f 
GOP senato rs were no t* by this fact shaken 
o ut o f their custo mary o ppo sitio n to Ameri­ 
can fo reign co mmitments o f whatev er so rt, 
j 
And they were jo ined by Demo cratic Sena- 
j 
to r McCarran o f Nev ada, who also finds it 
necessary to be against things that inv o lv e i 
o ther go v ernments. 
'Nev ertheless, the majo rity in bo th par­ 
ties backed the treaty , and all effo rts to 
attach crippling reserv atio ns o r po stpo ne 
actio n were beaten. It was widely reco gnized 
that this pact wo uld do mo re to intro duce 
elements o f stability in the Far Fast than 
any thing that has appeared o n the scene 
since Wo rld War II ended. 
This is the first majo r treaty to be ado pted 
witho ut the participatio n o f o ur erstwhile 
Russian allies. It is an indicatio n that we 
need no t wait fo rev er to attempt the crea­ 
tio n o f o rder in tho se po rtio ns o f the wo rld 
where o ur strength is co mmanding. 
As if to emphasize this lesso n, the Senate 
simultaneo usly ratified three acco mpany ing 
security acco rds co v ering the Pacific area. 
Two were mutual agreements between the 
United States and the Philippines, and the 
U. S. and Australia-New Zealand. The third 
is a pact between this co untry and Japan, 
pro v iding fo r the statio ning o f American 
tro o ps in the Japanese islands, and o therwise 
reinfo rcing the peace treaty . 
The 1 9 5 2 sessio n o f the 8 2 nd Co ngress is 
unlikely to be distinguished fo r much bo ld 
legislatio n, since electio n necessities no r­ 
mally ex ert a taming influence upo n the law­ 
maker. The ratify ing o f the Japanese treaty 
may well be the real high-water mark fo r 
Co ngress this seaso n. 


RED SETBACK IN JAPAN 
The Russian representativ es in To ky o may 
find themselv es witho ut any o fficial status 
o nce the Japanese Peace Treaty is ratified by 
the Western Po wers. The So v iet has refused 
to sign the treaty and as a result a state o f 
war will ex ist between Russia and Japan 
lo ng after Japan has regained its so v ereignty 
fro m the West. Russia, who se to tal struggle 
against Japan amo unted to six day s o f fight­ 
ing immediately befo re the surrender, is 
heartily o ppo sed to the Japanese Treaty . 
When the treaty is signed Japanese o f­ 
ficials indicate that they will clo se Hie So v iet 
embassy unless Russia makes so me effo rt at 
nego tiatio ns. Russia, which demo nstrated 
astuteness in dealing with o ther co untries 
after the war, has fumbled the ball badly in 
Japan. The Japanese wo nder what happened 
to 30 0 ,0 0 0 o f their so ldiers who are held as 
priso ners df war in Siberia. They are sus­ 
picio us o f the Russian o ccupatio n o f the 
Kurile islands. 
Had Russia decided to be co o perativ e it 
might hav e had a v o ice in the fo rmatio n o f 
the Japanese Treaty . Instead, the So v iet did 
ev ery thing in its po wer to prev ent the treaty 
and no w finds itself o utside the do o r, with 
the do o r swinging shut. 


Who ev er tho ught that the wind co uld no t 
blo w fro m fo ur directio ns at the same time 
must nev er hav e lo o ked in o n an ev ening 
po ker game.

McCARRAX VS. LATTIM ORE 
When Owen Lattimore issued his 17,500-word 
diatribe ag ainst Cong ress and the world, many 
newspapers published hug e parts of it. 
Senator 
McCarran's reply, to which all the members of hi* 
committee subscribed, was, in my judg ment, in­ 
sufficiently noted. 
It would seem that Senator McCarran’s formal 
charg es, part of the record of the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee, places upon the attorney 
g eneral the oblig ation to examine the record and 
to initiate actions under the law. 
Senator McCarran said: 
. Tile committee was confronted with an 
initial fusillade of invective, and a consistently 
evasive, contentious, and bellig erent attitude. 
“Sug g estions have been made that the com­ 
mittee should seek to discipline Mr. Lattimore for 
his 
contumacious 
and 
contemptuous 
conduct. 
Clearly, Mr. Lattimore did, on many occasions, 
stand in contempt of the committee. . . .” 
As reg ards Lattim ore^ memory, Senator Mc­ 
Carran stated: 
“Mr. Lattimore has testified to having a type 
of memorv with which the committee is q uite 
familiar. 
With respect to some m atters, he has 
demonstrated that his memory is extremely g ood. 
But he has testified that his memory was unre­ 
liable with respect to m atters which ordinary men 
mig ht be expected to remember most clearly. 
Vcrv few men forg et about their visits to the 
President of the United States, if the number of 
such visits is small. 
But Mr. Lattimore, who said 
he saw President Trum an just once, wanted this 
committee to believe he had forg otten the incident 
when he testified befpre the Tiding s Committee 
with respect to his influence on foreig n policy. 
“Mr. Lattimore also has testified before this 
committee that all during that prior Senate in­ 
vestig ation he forg ot the fact that he had a desk 
in the State Department Building , for ‘four, five, 
or six’ months during the last war. 
“The precise extent to which Mr. Lattimore 
g ave untruthful testimony before this committee 
will never be determined. 
Human limitations will 
pix? vent us from ever attaining the complete 
knowledg e of all his activities which would make 
it possible to assess each statem ent he has made 
and to catalog ue fully whatever untruths he may 
have uttered. That he has uttered untruths stands 
clear on the record. . . 
Senator McCarran then proceeded to report in 
detail a number of untruths which appear in the 
testimony. 
As I am now' eng ag ed in reading the 
whole of the transcript of this hearing . 
I seem to 
have found some that Senator McCarran missed— 
contradictions, tricks of memory, etc. 
Of .course,

RELAXATION METHODS 
During anti since World W ar I, the whole world 
has been in an upset condition. The tensions we 
suffer bring fatig ue and tiredness. And so a num­ 
ber of books on relaxation have appeared, all of 
them of a helpful nature. 
In American Journal of Psychiatry’, New York, 
Dr. W. Neufcld states that, in 1943, reports from 
flig ht instructors at naval training stations indi­ 
cated that many cadets seemed fatig ued, restless, 
sleepless and apprehensive. Questionnaires filled out 
by 3,181 cadets at five preflig ht schools indicated 
nervous complaints in most of them. States of ex­ 
cessive tension while learning to fly came to be 
recog nized as a menace, and reports from combat 
zones showed that hig h tension seemed partly re­ 
sponsible for loss of pilots and planes. 
The relations of restlessness, insomnia, fatig ue, 
apprehension and fear to states of nerve and muscle 
tension has been showm by Dr. Edmund Jabsobson, 
author of “You .Must Relax.” These symptoms can 
be lessened by methods of prog ressive relaxation 
which can be taug ht to a g roup. 
When a training prog ram for the relief of 
nervous symptoms and fatig ue was introduced, five 
officers were g iven a course in prog ressive relaxa­ 
tion by Dr. Jacobson. These officers then instructed 
other officers and those in turn instructed cadets 
in classes numbering up to 300. The course in re­ 
laxation was of IO weeks’ duration, consisting of 
three periods a w’eek of one-half hour each. Had the 
cadets practised between lectures, results obtained 
would have bee/i much better. 
Tests at the preflig ht school at Iowa City on 
983 cadets who had received relaxation training 
showed a 19 per cent reduction of sprains, strains, 
fractures and other minor injuries in the test g roup 
as compared with a control g roup. Tests in these 
same g roups revealed a 38 per cent reduction of 
days lost from injuries. 
In three preflig ht schools, data were secured 
concerning the rest in bed of 140 cadets who had 
received relaxation training as compared with 190 
cadets without such training . There was a marked 
decrease in restlessness. The cadets who had re­ 
ceived relaxation training went to sleep more 
q uickly and had less insomnia. 
Lying on side, closing the eyes, breathing deeply 
as if exhausted and avoiding any purposeful move­ 
ment is one method of relaxing and g etting off to 
# sleep.

The Russian representatives in Tokyo may 
find themselves without any official status I 
once the Japanese Peace Treaty is ratified by 
the Western Powers. The Soviet has refused 
to sign the treaty and as a result a state of ! 
war will exist between Russia and Japan j 
long after Japan has regained its sovereignty 
from the West. Russia, whose total st niggle 
against Japan amounted to six days of fight­ 
ing immediately before the surrender, is 
heartily opposed to the Japanese Treaty.

RELAXATION* METHODS 
During ami since World War 1. the whole world 
has been in an upset condition. The tensions we 
suffer bring fatigue and tiredness. And so a num­ 
ber of books on relaxation have appeared, all of 
them of a helpful nature. 
In American Journal of Psychiatry, New York, 
Dr. W. Neufeld states that, in 1943. reports from 
flight instructors at naval training stations indi­ 
cated that many cadets seemed fatigued, restless, 
sleepless and apprehensive. Questionnaires filled out 
by 3,181 cadets at five preflight schools indicated 
nervous complaints in mast of them. States of ex­ 
cessive tension while learning to fly came to be 
recognized as a menace, and reports from combat 
zones showed that high tension seemed partly re­ 
sponsible for loss of pilots and planes. 
The relations of restlessness, insomnia, fatigue, 
apprehension and fear to states of nerve and muscle 
tension has been shown by Dr. Edmund Jahsobson, 
author of "You.Must Relax.’’ These symptoms can 
he lessened by methods of progressive relaxation 
which can be taught to a group. 
UHien a training program for the relief of 
nervous symptoms and fatigue was introduced, five 
officers were given a course in progressive relaxa­ 
tion by Dr. Jacobson. These officers then instructed 
other officers and those in turn instructed cadets 
in classes numbering up to 300. The course in re­ 
laxation was of IO weeks’ duration, consisting of 
throe periods a week of one-half hour each. Had the 
cadets practised between lectures, results obtained 
w ould have bee/i much bcd ter. 
Tests at the preflight school at Iowa City on 
983 cadets who had received relaxation training 
showed a 19 per cent reduction of sprains, strains, 
fractures and other minor injuries in the test group 
as compared with a control group. Tests in these 
same groups revealed a 38 per cent reduction of 
days lost from injuries. 
In three preflight schools, data were secured 
concerning the rest in bed of 140 cadets who had 
received relaxation training as compared with 190 
cadets without such training. There was a marked 
j decrease in restlessness. The cadets who had re­ 
ceived relaxation training went to sleep more 
quickly and had less insomnia. 
Lying on side, closing the eyes, breathing deeply 
as if exhausted and avoiding any purposeful move­ 
ment is one method of relaxing and getting off to

Harold E. 1 
Stassen of Minnesota in bidding I 
for Eisenhower backing in a race j 
where (he general’s name is not 
entered. 
Warren was asked from the 
audience after a campaign speech 
at Beloit whether a voter who ; 
wants to see Eisenhower get the 
party’s nomination should support 
him or Stassen, as opposed to Sen­ 
ator Robert A. Taft of Ohio. 
“My immodesty makes me say 
that any Wisconsin voter can best 
serve his own Integrity by voting 
for me,” Warren replied. 
Earlier, however, Warren had 
made it clear he expects delegates 
elected for him to support him at 
the convention. He has said if he 
can’t make the grade for the nom­ 


ination ho will release them with­ 
out strings. 
The untested Eisenhower strength 
in the state apparently also may 
result in a surge of Democratic 
cross-overs into the Republican 
primary.
